REMARKS 

This Response is to the restriction/election requirement mailed on May 19, 2006. The 
restriction/election requirement requires Applicants to elect one of the following species under 
35U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Species A: CAPD (Peritoneal Dialysis) systems and methods. 

II. Species B: Hemodialysis systems and methods. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, Species A: peritoneal dialysis (which would likely be 
CFPD or APD although the CAPD is not excluded necessarily) systems and methods. 
Applicants traverse concerns the finding that the claimed subject matter could not be applied to 
HD and PD. Applicants respectfully submit that it could. Both types of systems include a form 
of dialysate, which can be recirculated according to the claims. Indeed, the claimed dialyzer can 
be used in peritoneal dialysis (see Abstract). Indeed, claims 57 to 61 are directed to both PD and 
HD. Nevertheless, Applicants submit respectfully that Claims 1 to 12, 14 to 41 and 43 to 61 read 
on the elected Species A.
